During the summer a number 
of improvements have been 
made on the Gould campus.

In the 
Home Economics cottage the 
girls have made several rooms 
Into living quarters for Mr. and 
Mrs. Bowhay.

Democracy at Gould 

Ono of the goals of nearly ovory American prep school and 
college of today is to infuso the principles .of Democracy into the 
minds of the students. Just how this can bo most successfully ac- 
complished scorns to bo the principal issue at hand. 

To begin with, we are taught the basic ideas of Democracy 
in the classroom. Then, in our overyday. lifo, we get an oppor- 
tunity to see the actual workings of such a Democracy, its weak- 
nesses and its advantages, in our own oountry. Gradually wo are 
coming to realize that we, tho studonts, the American citizens of 
tho future, aro the ones who must strengthen thoso weaknesses 
and afmend tho fallings* A great war has just ondod in which, 
America fought fpr her way of government. Wb were proud ts 
defend it. However, shouldn't it bo considered a woaknbss in non- 
government when it is neoessary to kill one's follow man in order 
to maintain that govornmenti Aren't human boings of today in- 
telligent qnough to deviqo some mothod of getting along peacefully 
with each other? It is up to us to prove that wo aro, and it is 
up to our schools jaud colleges to oduoa^e us for the task of streng- 
thening our governmental system until that goal .is achioved! 

No school system can be completely Democratic, sinco most 
students of high-school age are incapable of govorning themselves 
without adult supervision. Hero at Gould the Student Council is 
our chief means .of self-government. Tho Girls' A. A. Council it 
another organization in which student affairs aro handled by the 
studonts. All of the school organizations have studcnFofficcrs who 
are assisted by a faeutty advisor. E?ch class handles nearly all its 
own affairs with only suggestions from the faculty. 

Still there are those of us who say, “Tho teachers run every- 
thing around hero!" Porhaps if wo showed a littlo more ability 
to’ take matters into our own hands wo would bo given mode op- 
portunities to do so. Tho Studont Council was promised more 
power gradually as it accomplished tho tasks already set before 
*t- We oa n not truthfully say that tho Student Council did accom- 
plish successfully all its dutios. As yot this year many new stu- 
dents are hardly aware of its existence. Tho faculty at Gould has 
done about as much as possible to acquaint u& with tho methods 
of Domocraoy. Tho rest — just how much Democracy can be prac- 
ticed here — depends entirely upon us.
